—Characterized 
by Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
as the state which is making more 
economic progress than any other 
in America, North Carolina is one 
of the most lucrative revenue pro­ 
ducers for the federal government. 
In 1926 North Carolina led the 
United States in the payment of 
taxes on tobacco manufactured pro­ 
ducts, the collections from 
that 
state Jiaving been $172,503,186. 


No other state even approached 
the tobacco tax record net by North 
Carolina. 
Virginia, 
came second 
with $40,815,000 and the other lead­ 
ing States which paid 86 per cent 
of the total tax included New York,

ouri and California. 
The bureau of internal revenue
